JERUSALEM: 
Over 150 Jews. including many Finnisi 
leaders, have recently been arrested in 
Rumania. it is learned here. Among 
them were Mr: .M.. Benveniste and Mr. 
H. Bad:. editor: of Vitara. EVREIASCA 
(Jewish Life), and four Rumanian-born 
employees of the Israeli Legation staff 
~Messrs. Yaacov Berner, Ezra Fleischer, 
Moshe Weiss, and Moshe Grinberg. 
Some Jewish members of the Communist 
Party. have hhlso been arrested and 
accused of being “Freemasons.” 
All the detained men have been sent 
to unknown destinations. All efforts to 
locate them have been unsuccessful.

JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, the {Israeli Prim 
Minister, announced on Wednesday that 
he had asked Russia to permu Jews to 
emigrate, and that he had informed the 
Soviet authorities thai. .Israel had not 
been invited to join the proposed Middle 
East Defence Command. 

The Premier's statement was made in 
a stormy Knesset discussion following a 
proposal by a Communist Member that 
the House debate Israe!’s alleged negotia- 
Lions with America and Briain to 

‘promote a Third World War” in the 
Middle East. 

Answering the Communist motion. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion read the full text of 
Israel's reply to a Russian Note of! 
November 21 about the proposed 
East Command. 


“LET JEWS LEAVE” 


The reply said that as Israel had not 
been invited to join the proposed Defence 
Command it had therefore not had an 
opportunity to define its position on the 
issue. Israel, it added, had never agreed 
and would never agree to join in aggres- 
sive action against the Soviet Union or 
any other country, 

The Israeli reply emphasised that the 
return of Jews to Israel was the basis of 
Israel's existence. Israel, said Mr, Ben- 
Gurion, had appealed to the Soviet 
Union to enable Russian Jews to emigrate 
to Israel, believing that such’ a request 
would not be contrary to Soviet policy.

ARMED FORCES 


Increasing Numbers in 
Britain 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter - 


Mr. Samuel D. Gershovitz, Executive 
Vice-President of the National Jewish 
Welfare Board of the U.S.A.. has been 
visiting Britain and other European 
countries on a mission for the American 
Department of Defence, to investigate the 
needs: of Jewish personnel in the United 
States armed forces.” 

He told me in an interview that in 
England there were many. hundreds of 
American Jewish Servicemen, mainly in 
the Air Force.. That number. was likely 
{oO increase. 

He had = discussions with the 
Senior Chaplain, British Forces, the Rev. 

“1. Levy. and Mr. Simon Jacobs, of the 
Jewish Hospitality Commiitee. It was 
hoped that the Servicemen would be able 
to allend religious services. 

While in Germany Mr. Gershovitz 
visited the clubs at Heidelberg and 
Frankfort, opened by the Welfare Board 
after the last war for Jewish servicemen 
but also onen to’ non-Jewish personnel. 
American Jewish soldiers in Germany, 
he said, were faced with. a ~ severe 
emotional problem, because they had. to 
in. contact with the German popu- 


Moral and Religious Problems 


Most. American’ Jewish soldiers in 
England and on the. Continent, he coen- 
tinued. were aged from 18 to 20; tney 
were faced) wih moral religious 
problems... He appealed to «the: Jewish 
communities to them. by. offering 
them hospiality and making them feel 
at home. 

One: of: the main concerns of .the 
Board, he went on. was to see that these 


young men retained. their Judaism. Clubs 


had formed’ wherever American 
forces. were stationed, and in. England 
the Board would help to establish clubs 
in conjunction’ with the United Service 
Organisations. The . Board provided 
kasher food to any. Jewish: Serviceman 
who wanted ‘it, and was also Sending out 
matzot and wine tor Passover. 

Mr. Gershoviz told me.:that. the 
Board's budget for 1952 was $2,711,000. 
Apart from being. the overall organisation 
for Jewish. Servicemen.. the. Board was 
also the national organisation” for. Jewish 
Community Centres and 
Hebrew.- Association. . Phere -were 343 
Jewish Community Cerires with a mem- 
bership of . 500,000,- and they had a 
budget of more than $12,506,600.

MUSIC 


IN MODERN ISRAEL 


By FREDA SIMBLER 


HAIFA 

E hear the word = Tzena 
(austerity) uséd in connection 

with almost everything in 

Israel to-day, but :to the .arts in 
general, and to music in particular, 
this word can certainly not be applied. 
Never in the modern history of this 
small country has music flourished so 
much. To me, after an absence of 
six years, this is even more apparent. 
During the Arab-Jewish War 
many songs were created, and even 
when comparative peace came, the 
songs continued about all sorts of 
topical subjects. The yearly Jewish 
festivities, both sacred and secular, are 
enough to furnish material for many, 
but there are also new. children’s 
songs and work songs which have 
appeared in recent years. The pseudo- 


Orientalism which many of the com- 


posers here felt bound to use in order 
to evoke some sort of Israeli “ style ” 
is gradually giving way to a pure and 
more natural form. The import of 


tunes from other Eastern Jewish com-. 


munities is also helping to create a 


particular strain, but it will, of course, 


take many years of development and 
a merging of all styles, both Western 
and Eastern, before there can be an 
clear Israeli style. 
Besides songs there are a number of 
solo instrumental and symphonic com- 
positions. which have appeared, and, 
in connection with the latter, Ben- 
Haim, Kaminsky, Partos, and Gruen- 
thal are a few of the names that have 
come to the fore. There are also

Philharmonic Orchestra 


The founding of the Israel Philhar-—

Tickets are expensive 
and difficult’ to obtain, 4s the 
population has grown so much while 
these few new concert halls have been 
built. Every concert is sold out well 
in advance. 


Factor in General Education 


Musical education has developed 
greatly in the past few years. At one 
time most children learnt an_ instru- 


-ment.. This is the case now, too, but 


musical education schoods ts far 
more developed, and educationists 
here agree that it Is just aS important 
to train the listener than the performer 
and. that music is a great factor in 
general education. :

EARLIEST JEWS IN 
HUNGARY 


By the Rev, MICHAEL ELTON 


As a result of the recent restoration 
of a Jewish memorial stone of Roman 


times, by the Director of the Hungarian 
National ‘Museum, the existence of a 
Jewish community at Dunapentele, Pan- 
nonia, Hungary, in the. third century, 
has now been fully contirmed. In the 
process of cleaning. the decisive word 


Judeorum came to light on the tablet. 
and the. dispute among the scholars since 
its discovery by Romer in 1864, has now 
come to.an end with the discomfiture 
of those who. held that this. ancient 
monument. belonged to a Syrian burial 
society. It was mainly due to the visit 
of Mommsen, the historian, to Budapest 
that this inscription entered into historical 
literature and ultimately found its way to 
Frey's Corpus Inscriptionum Judaicarum, 
No. 

This. important discovery, being 
reported in an. interesting article by Pro- 
fessor Scheiber, Director of. Studies at 


the Budapest Rabbinical Seminary, in a 
recent issue of the Jewish weekly, Us 
E.et. Dr. Scheiber also found that.

YIDDISH BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN: 


By A. 


IDDISH is still the language of 

the Jewish communities in some 

of the satellite countries in 
Eastern Europe. This is particularly 
so in Poland and Rumania: 
because of the deep-rooted tradition 
for Yiddish, the language of the 
Jewish masses before the war; and in 
Rumania because, next to Russia, that 
country has the Jargest Jewish com- 
munity in Eastern Europe. 

While Hebrew is no longer taught 
in Jewish schools, ts generally 
frowned upon by the new leaders of 
the Jewish communities, most of 
whom. are staunch . Communists, 
numerous Yiddish publications are 
appearing regularly both jn Warsaw 
and Bucharest, some of them of a 
high cultural value. 


Communist Party Organs 


In both countries Yiddish news- 
papers appear regularly. In Warsaw 


there is the FoLKSTIMME, published 
several ‘times. each week, and = in 
Bucharest. the IkuUr BLETER. Both 


papers are the organs of the Jewish 
section of the Communist Party.. The 
FOLKSTIMME makes it quite clear that 


it-is the voice of the Central Commit- 


tee of the United. Polish Workers’ 
Party. The Ikur BLETER, however, 1s

TWO significant events in Israel's diplomatic 
evolution have been reported this. week. 
Greece has raised ‘the status of its Consul- 
General in Israel to that of diplomatic repre- 
sentative, thus apparently paving the way to 
ultimate de -jure. recognition in place of the 
present de facto recognition. 
its Prime Minister, Mr. Neuru, has invited 
Dr. WALTER Eytan, the Director-General of 
the Israeli Ministry of Foreign Affairs, to be 
the guest of its Government for a period of 
ten days. Both these events are indicative 
of the trend of Israel's foreign policy, and 
reflect credit on its framers. 


lt was an interesting coincidence that the 
announcement of both developments was 
made in Jerusalem on the same day, but it 
cannot be ‘altogether: by chance that: they 
occurred at the same time as important 
discussions were taking place elsewhere both 
in regard to the defence of the Middle East 
and the future relations between Egypt and 
the Sudan. and Britain. In. consequence, 
every move by the States in that strategically 
unportant area has a significance lar beyond 
the boundaries of the “countries concerned. 
These two acts of international friendship 
-have been accorded to Israel just after Mr. 
SHARETT'S announcement of» his 
ment’s intention of establishing: closer rela- 
tions: with non-Arab States. This. policy has 
been made necessary. bythe consistently 
hostile attitude towards her adopted by the 
Arab. States, which have infected India’s 
powerful Moslem neighbour, Pakistan, with 
something of their poison. Undue impor- 
tance should not be placed on the. fact that 
India’s invitation to. Dr: EYFAN. has come 
at the. same time as..the journey. of. Sir 
ZAFRULLAH. KHAN, Pakistan's able. Foreign 
Minister, to the Arab States, ending. with 
his visit to Egypt this week. -Nevertheless, 


it is worth recalling that Indias sudden 
de jure recognition of Israel in September. 
1980. followed: immediately after she had 


received a diplomatic rebuff from. Egypt. 
It as. doubtless useful both for 
India to demonstrate a measure of solidarity 
just at the moment. that Pakistan is making 
a bid tor feadershtp among the vast con- 
glomeration of Moslem States which to-day 
stretches from Karachi to Casablanca. 

The Arab and Islamic nationalist move- 
ments (which are closely related), with their 
virulent Xenophobia, are. creating extra- 
ordinary difficulties and interfere seriously 
with the plans to safeguard the free world 
which are being laid with so much effort by 
Western statesmen. Arab nationalism, blind 
to realities and ever wont to nurture a 
grievance, resolutely retuses to allow peace 
to be made with Israel and has still to 
demonstrate that it does not intend to

Then, last 
December, an impressive thanksgiving ser- 
vice, graced by the attendance of H.R.H. the 
DUKE oF EDINBURGH, was held at the Bevis 
Marks Synagogue: to celebrate the 250th 
anniversary of its opening. And _ looking 
back to the origins of modern Anglo-Jewish 
history we are reminded that 1956 will mark 
the tercentenary of the Jewish Resettlement 
in this country.. The Rev. Dr. A. COHEN, 
President of the Board of Deputies, has 
already spoken about the desirability © of 
measures being taken to ensure that the ter- 
centenary shall be worthily commemorated 
by the community-as 4 whole... This isa 
matter that will no doubt be carefully con- 
sidered in due course by the Board, by the 
Sefardi congregation, and by other interested 
bodies. Meanwhile, however, it deserves 
to be recalled that during his stay” in 
London, in 1655-57, MENASSEH BEN ISRAEL'S 
lodgings would appear to have been on the 
site of what is now 357. Strand, W.C.2. We 
would suggest that, as is customary with 


similar places of historic interest, the L.C.C. 


should. consider the placing. of .an appro- 
priate plaque there. By a happy coincidence, 
an influential committee has recently been 
formed across the Atlantic to celebrate in 
1954 and 1955S the tercentenary of the Jewish 
Settlement in the United States. The English 
Resettlement. and the American Settlement 
had many close associations, and it would be 
appropriate ‘if some degree of co-operation 
could be effected for these tercentenary com- 
memorations by English- speaking Jewry. 


BIBL ICAL DOGS 


Mr. JAMES Hupson, M.-P. for Ealing 
North, was condemning the Government 
supporters in the House of Commons some 
time.ago for remaining silent during -a 
debate on housing. He was. accusing them 
of being “dumb dogs,” when one of. their 
number protested to the SPEAKER. against 
the alleged offensive language. The SPEAKER 
said that he had not heard anything offen- 
sive, and invited Mr. HUDSON to ‘repeat his 
remark. made quotation: from the 
Scriptures, Sir.” rephed Mr. Hupson, but 
| feel that. if it may have catised olfence, 
it would be better for me to withdraw it.” 
Mr. HUDSON was presumably thinking. of 
the verse in Isaiah: “His watchmen are all 
blind; without knowledge ; they are all dumb 
dogs, they cannot bark.” In Bible days, 
however. in spite of the tribute to a dog’s 

watchfulness implicit in ‘the remark, dogs 
generally had a bad reputation as. wild and 
ferocious creatures, and their name was then 
one of reproach and contempt in everyday 
parlance. [hey had not yet become quite the 
friends and companions oi man they generally 
are in the West to-day. The best that could 
be said about. them was verse. in 
Proverbs: “A living dog is better than a 
dead lion.” Yet the rabbinical commenta- 
tors found a certain amount of good in some 
of them. For example, a special reward 
was assigned for their friendly behaviour at 
the time of the departure from Egypt, when, 
as recorded in Exodus, not a dog did “ whet 
his tongue against man or beast” of the 
children of Israel. In the Apocryphal Book 
of Tobit occurs a striking instance of Jewish 
affection for the dog. Here a dog follows 
Tosias on his long and adventurous journey 
from home, and returns with him and the 
Angel. It is from this faithful animal that 
Punch’s dog derives his honoured name of 
Toby.” And he certainly belongs to the 
watchful and barking variety.

*“WoVERY day runs a saying 
of our sagés 
heavenly voice goes forth and 

proclaims: * The daughter of So-and- 
so to Such-a-one.” Marriages -are 
made in heaven. 

Nevertheless, it is usualfy necessary 
for a good deal of preliminary spade- 
work to be put in by a good number 
of people here below on earth before 
the heavenly proclamation can take 
effect. Facilities have to. be created 
for the daughter of So-and-so to meet 
Such-a-one, opportunities. provided, 
perhaps. for her to get to know Such- 
a-one, alternatively for her to. meet 
and to get to know other Such-a-ones, 
until eventually a marriage can be 
arranged, a ring bought, a canopy 
erected, a formula pronounced, a 
glass broken. a House in Israel estab- 
lished. .

We. therefore respectfully con- 
tend that since kashrut forms one ofthe 
fundamentals of our ‘religion, and the 


‘Kosher’ School Meals Service. mere} 
teaches kashrut in a practical form, the

ISRAEL AND THE 
OLYMPICS 


From a Correspondent 


It now seems more or less certain that 
Israel ‘will take part in the. Olympic 
Games. There have been statements by 
Israch officials supporting this opinion ; 
but, for a number of reasons, doubt 
remains in some quarters whether Israel 
is IN_a position to take part m the Games. 

Preparations for the Games have gone 
orward in Israc} with great keenness, 
and Dr. Moshe Harnick. who has. been 
represem ny the coumry at an Inter- 
national Olymmec Congress in Oslo, has 
discussed wih the authorities 
the composition of Israeli. team, and 
has visited Stoc ho! a and Helsinki to 
arrange ‘accommodation. 

One grave problem facing the Isracli 
Olympic Games Committee is the 
ol foreen curreney. Another centres 
on. the question whether Israel can 
compete with any chance ‘of. success 
avainst the fations.of the world. For 
a tairly “Tong busket-ball team 
could be asse¢ ed- but not one that could 
hope: to defeat. say. the Americans.

Reduced Tourist Rates 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Special travel facilities with reduced 
fares for relatives and friends accom- 
panying participants in the International 
Song Festival, Zimriya, to be held in 
Israel in August, have been announced 
by the Organising Committee of the 
Festival. The return fares Marseilles- 
Haifa have been reduced to about £60. 

The first bulletin published by the 
committee in Israel states that negotia- 
tions on the festival are being conducted 
with the Shoham and other 
lines, as well as with El Al. 

The bulletin lists the choirs to partici- 
pate, among them Britain, which will be 
represented by the London Jewish Male 
Choir, expected to comprise 50 singers.

JERUSALEM 

Israel's budget for the financial year 
beginning April. will’; amount. to 
1£166.000,000. It will. probably be 
presented to the Knesset: next week. 

The budget is 1£53,000,000 more than 
that introduced last year. But this does 
not mean that there will be an increase 
in expenditure, except for small addt- 
ional grants for the health, educational, 
and: social services. For the first. time 
the. ordinary budget will include the 
complete defence budget, as well as an 
allocation. towards. the . development 
programme, The details of the defence 
budget are unlikely to be made public, 
bui -together with the development 
allocation. is likely -to amount. to 
between 1£60,000,000 and 1£70,000,000. 

This balanced budget shows that the 
Government intends to pursue. vigorously 
its policy to halt inflation. 
in future be derived solely. from. taxa- 
tion and not. from Treasury. Bills and 
land. Bonds. Income tax, as. well as 
luxury and purchase tax, is expected to 


yield more. 


MORE TRANSPORT NEEDED

Private firms are to be invited to invest 
im’ Israel's: road. transport services by
